Quad-City area building projects — 
delayed 41 days by a strike of ap- 
proximately 4,000 laborers in a 12-county 
Southern Illinois area — were being 
resumed today following ratification 
Sunday of a new three-year working 
.agreement between the Southern Illinois 
Builders Association, the Southwest 
District Laborers Council and five 
laborers locals 

Among major Quad-City projects that 
have been tied up by the strike are ex- 
pansion of St. Elizabeth Hospital and 
construction of the new Granite City police 
station at 23rd Street and Madison Avenue. 

Te plrike involved approximately 4,000 
\laborers who put up picket lines Aug. 

fter their.contract expired atsmidnight on 

july 31. The strike idled another estiinated 
8,000 building trades workers on highway 
and building projects when they refused to 
cross the laborers’ picket lines. 

The Southwest District Laborers’ 


Council ratified the new agreement 
Sunday for 39 members locals and the 
Building laborers in 29 of those locals. The 
other ten-building laborers. locals act on 
their own behalf. 

Granite City Laborers local was among 
those approving the new contract, but 
pickets remained up today at jobs: in 
O'Fallon, Mascoutah, Belleville, Collin- 
sville and Waterloo pending ratification 
meetings tonight. 

The laborers will receive a $2.55 per hour 
increase over the three years of the pact, 
scheduled at 85 cents an hour in each year, 
although some will get them on a different 
schedule, according to Wayne Barber, 
executive manager of the SIBA.

Fewer Quad- 
City students

Quad-City public and parochial schools 
continued to show a decline in enrollment 
this year with a total of 14,759 students 
registered for classes during the 1978-79 
year. 

This is a reduction of 647 students, or 4.2 
percent, below last year’s total enrollment 
of 15,406 at the start of the term. 

The greatest decline in enrollment was 
in tHe Granite City public schools with a 
total of 11,583 this year as compared to 
12,222 students last year, or a 5.2 percent 
drop in registration. This is a loss of 639 
pupils. 

Although enrollment in the Quad-City 
public schools decreased, student 
enrollment in—the Quad-Cily parochial 
schools increased by 22 pupils for the 1978- 
79 school year. This year ‘shows 
registration at 863 as compared to 841 for 
the previous year, 

Venice public schools showed a decline 
of 29 students, or a 5.3 percent drop below 
last year's total of 556, compared to 527 
this year. 

Madison public. schools recorded 1,786 
students this year and 1,787 last year, a 


loss of only one pupil, or a .05 of 1 percent ' 


decrease, the lowest decline in the Quad- 
Cities. 

Qudd-City elementary grades in public 
schools have registered 6,928 pupils, in- 
cluding kindergarten through the eighth 
grade in Granite City, Madison and Venice 
Schools, and 111 pre-school students in 
Granite City. This is a decrease of 164 
students from last year’s enrollment. 

Elementary pupils number 5,601. in

Granite City has been named in 
proceedings filed with the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board charging it has been 
discharging contaminants into the Chain 
of Rocks Canal through its secondary 
sewage treatment plant in varying periods 
since November 1977, it was learned by the 
Press-Record today 

The suit, filed by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, asks the 
control board to assess a penalty against 
the city not to exceed $10,000 for the 
violation of national pollution standards 
generally, and to fine the city up to $10,000 
for each day it is found in violation: 

The suit was filed before the pollution 
control board by Attorney General 
William J. Scott's office and has been 
assigned td Marvin Barnes, Granite City 
attorney, as hearing officer. 

Basically, thé complaint alleges that 
effluent discharged into the canal, a 
tributary of the Mississippi River, has 
exceeded national water pollution stan- 
‘dards established in the permit that was 

sued to Granite City for operation of the 
secondary sewage treatment plant. 

The complaint alleges violation of 
national water pollution standards under 
an NPDES (effluent standards) permit 
issued to Granite City by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency in 
November 1976. 

Three counts are contained in the 
proceeding. The first alleges that Granite 
Cily, since November 1977, has discharged 
‘effluent ‘into the river with biochemical 
oxygen demand (BOD5) in excess of the 
limitations set out in the NPDES permit. 

The second count charges the city has 
discharged into the river since Dec. 2, 197, 
effluent that contained suspended solids in 
excess of the NPDES limits, and count 


three alleges the discharge since Jan. 8, , 


1978, of effluent containing iron values in 

excess of the national standards. 
Each count asks the Illinois Pollution 

Control Board to assess the $10,000 penalty 


and an addiliona) $10,000 for each day of * 


violation. 

Accompanying the complaint are a 
pumbet of exhibits, including letters 
written by the late Robert Jackson; then 
supérintendent of the sewage treatment 
plant, listing the volume of contaminants 
discharged through the plant, and ex- 
plaining the cause of the violations. 

On Sept. 5, the attorney general's office 
filed a motion for a request for admission 
of genuineness of documents filed with , 
the complaint. That motion asked that a 
hearing be set within 20 days. 

For the most part, the late Mr. Jackson's 
letters atributed excessive contaminants 
to malfunctioning of equipment in the 
comparitively new secondary water 
treatment plant, and failure of the plant

Unique method helps teach 
how to care for the elderly 


How would you feel if you had 
a bib tied around your neck 
before dinner each evening? 
What if someone had to feed you 
and go in a hurry—would they 
give you time to swallow? 

What does it do to your 
emotions to be strapped down? 
What if you went to a concert 
and couldn't. hear the music? 

Students in Judy Bravin’s 
geriatric nurse assistant class, 
offered by Belleville Area 
College, learn these things by 
experience. They are bibbed 
and sometimes blindfolded 
before they are fed. 

Cotton is put into their ears 
and they are taken’ by 
wheelchair to a musical per- 
formance in front of their 
friends. They are tied down with 
a posey: 

They are bathed by the other 
students and, when the classes 
are over, they invariably say, 
“T learned a lot more patience 
and understanding—not just 
with those in my care, but with 
people in general.”” 

Judy Bravin has designed the 
course specifically for per- 
sonnel of geriatric complexes 
‘and nursing homes. She 
believes it is the first assistant 
training of its kind in this area 
of the state. 

The course lasts, six weeks 
and’is taught from \ to 5 p.m 
so that both day and” evening 
shift workers may attend. 

She explains that nursing 
homes often pay the tuition for 
their workers to attend the 
class, and will usually give 
them two hours a day paid time 
to match the two hours of their 
own time they spend in. the 
class. 

Some home’ arrange special 
schedules to-allow personnel to 
attend. 

Although the classes are not 
limited to those already 
working in nursing homes, they 


are designed with those already 
employed in Mind. 

Recently, one aide who had 
worked with the elderly for 25 
years said that she “got a lot 
from the course” and learn 
some things about dealing wit 
the-elderly that she had not 
known. 

The curriculum includes 
basic nursing procedures, with 
their special applications to the 
elderly; study of the body's 
anatomy, including changes 
that occur with aging; basic 
therapy programs designed for 
the elderly; and exercises to 
increase the understanding of 
both physical and emotional 
needs of the elderly. 

According to Judy Bravin, 
one of the most important 
aspects of the class is an ex- 
Ploration of students’ own at- 
titudes and feelings toward 
Betting old. 

She notes, as an example, that 
people tend to shout at the hard- 
of-hearing. “This actually 
makes it more difficult for 
people to understand you,” she 
says. : 

“Shouting raises the pitch of 
your voice. If you will lower 
your voice, it will lower the 
pitch and will make it easier for 
the hard-of-hearing person to 
understand you." 

Although enrollment in the 
classes* is open, ‘each class is 
limited -to .16 students, Tuition 
for the six-week class is $65 

Registration may be com- 
pleted in the General Studies 
office on the main BAC campus 
at 2500 Carlyle Road.

Accident injuries drop 


The number of traffic ac- 
eidents in-which persons were 
injured in the Quad-City area 
during August, and the number 
of persons injured in those 
accidents, dipped substantially 
below those of the same mionth a 
year ago, according to statistics 
compiled by the Press-Record. 

A total of 50 area accidents in 
which injuries occurred was 
reported last month, a reduc- 
tion of 21 below the total of 71 
reported in August 1977. Eight- 
ong persons were injured in 
those.50 accidents, down from 
the total of 113 persons injured 
in the 71 accidents in August 
1977, the report shows. 

The statistics include only

Allergies, 
pregnancy 
dilemma 


The pregnant female must be 
cautious when. taking 
medications for allergies. In the 
August issue of Annals of 
Internal "Medicine," Paul 
Greenberger, M.D., and Roy 
Patterson, M.D,, of Chicago 
discuss certain rugs for the 
safety of the mother and the 
fetus. 

The ‘Annals of Internal 
Medicine is the official journal 
of the American ‘College ‘of 
Physicians, a~ national 
professional association of 
more than 40,000 specialists in 
internal medicine and related 
areas, 

Doctors Greenberger and 
Patterson said, “‘When a 
physician is seeking in 
formation about drug safety 
during pregnancy, _ the 
Physician’s Desk Reference 
(PDR) is of little value in'some 
cases and inconsistent in others 

“The physician is put on the 
spot, so to speak. He must 
authorize a drug to relieve the 
pregnant woman's allergy, 
even though the PDR/may state, 
that ‘safety of thjS drug in 
human pregnancy has not been 
established, and use of the drug 
in pregnancy requires that the 
expected therapeutic benefit be 
weighed against possible 
hazard to mother and child.’ 

‘This is not very helpful. One 
answer is to avoid the use of 
medication as much as possible 
during pregnancy, and in. the 
authors’ opinion, ‘during the 
first trimester of pregnancy, no 
medication should be given 

essential.’ 

informed the 
drug companies that a drug has 
to be proved safe before it can 
be given to a pregnant woman 
‘Tests to determine this are 
difficult, because of the 
problem of deciding whether 
data from animal experiments 
is applicable to humans.” 

The two physicians (both at 
Northwestern University 
Medical School) conclude 

“The possible but apparently 
improbable adverse effects of 
drugs used in the therapy 
allergic diseasé should be 
viewed in relation to the 
possible adverse effects of the 
allergic disease ‘on_ pregnancy 
‘The outstanding example is the 
use of ‘oids in asthma, where 
the disease itself can pose 
important risks “to both the 
mother and fetus.””

Work-study 
for veterans 


Veterans tallying up their 
expenditures when they enroll 
or return to college this month 
may find that they need extra 
cash in order to complete their 
education. Donald Ramsey, 
director of the VA regional 
office in Chicago, says a work- 
study program administered by 
the VA may be the solution for 
extra funds. 

College students taking a full 
course load are eligible for up to 
750 hours of employment each 
fiscal year under the work- 
study program, Students are 
paid $2.65 each hour and work 
either in VA offices, facilities or 
al college campuses. 

Ramsey urges veterans who 
will need such jobs to.apply as 
early as possible in order to 
avoid delays in getting 
schedules set up for the work 
year. 

Ramsey points out that about 
half of Illinois veterans from the 
Vietnam war have taken some 
training under the GI Bill. But 
with the 10-year time limit to 
use the benefit drawing to an 
end for many veterans, the VA 
wants interested veterans to 
know of the work-study 
program. Other funds are 
available through a student

The September increase will 
bring to 57 cents an hour the 
total cost-of-living adjustments 
under the 1977 settlement 
negotiated with the Aluminum 
Company of America, Reynolds 
Metals Co., Kaiser Aluminum 
and Chemical Corp. and Con- 
solidated Aluminum Corp. 

The cost-of-living formula in

Revamped state agency 
recruiting foster parents 


Due to a recent state 
reorganization, the Illinois 
Department of Children and 
Family Services’ East St. Louis 
Region now serves the counties 
of Madison, St. Clair, Monroe 
and. Randolph, as well as 
Washington, Clinton and Bond 
counties. 

Although the -department's 
administrative structure was 
converted from 18 geographic 
areas to eight regions, service 
delivery will remain constant, 
according to Anthony Jenkins, 
regional director. 

Jenkins added that the 

tegion’s seven field, offices and 
centralized Child Abuse 
Investigation facility — in 
Maryville continue to be Staffed 
by the same social workers and 
supervisory personnel. 
* The East St. Louis region 
expects to serve about 400 
children in foster care during 
the fiscal year that began in 
July 1978. A. J. Becker, the 
region's supervisor of field 
services, explained that the 
department's overall goal is to 
serve children in their own 
homes whenever possible 

Becker said approximately 
1,600 children will be served by 
the region in’ their natural 
homes each month. 

In order to meet the 
placement needs of area youth, 
the region has set a goal of 
recruiting 53 additional foster 
home spaces for teenagerS.and 
30 additional spaces for young 
children 

The main requirements for 
foster parents are flexibility, 
patience and understanding. 

Foster parents must be at 
Jeast 21 years ‘of age. Although 
married couples are preferred, 
single applicants are con- 
sidered for older children 

All foster parents are paid a 
fee, ranging from $112 per 
month for an.infant up to $170 
per month for a teenager. 

This fee includes board, 
allowance and regular clothing 


needs. Medical, dental and 
pharmaceutical expenses are 
~paid separately. 

Foster parents are licensed 
without charge by the depart- 
ment and must attend several 
training sessions _ before 
children are placed with them.

To the Editor: 

Earlier this year, I began my 
campaign for state represen- 
tative here in the 56th 
Legislative District. At the 
outset, I knew that Janet Wilson 
was a virtual unknown — that is 
to say, a dark-horse candidate 
at best.

that I've seen in a long time. 
(Emil) Toffant has stated that 
he would have a clean cam- 
paign, but instead has been the 
first to use smear tactics. 

‘The use of unnamed sources 
is sneaky and cowardly. Who 
knows if the “‘sources” are even 
real? 

In this article, we have four 
unnamed sources: the unnamed 
writer of the article, the un- 
named Madison County deputy, 
the unnamed “supporters of 
Toffant’’ and the unnamed 
“known police character.” 

Why are these people not 
identified? ‘Is the deputy a 
supporter of my opponent? Are 
the “supporters of Emil Tof- 
fant" members of what is 
popularly called the 
Democratic machine?
